Converted army huts would leave a 
00d deal to be desired as permanent resi- 
dences, unless the conversion were carried 
to the point of reconstruction. But if un- 
used huts from Dawson Creek—or any- 
where else--can be converted into tempor- 
ary living quarters in Edmonton, sanitary, 
comfortable, presentable and at reasonable 
rent, that will meet a situation for which 
no other solution appears to be available. 

In the present conditions of material 
and labor supply it is useless to suppose 
that permanent houses can be put up fast 
enough to relieve the present over-crowd- 
ing and accommodate the steadily growing 
demand caused by the return of men from 
oversea, It that were attempted it would 
probably be found that the rush order job 
produced houses which were “permanent” 
chiefly in name and would start to deter- 
jiorate long before their time 

*The alternative is to provide extra 
shelter of a temporary kind, since that can 
be done more quickly. Bringing in and con- 
verting army huts seems to be a hopeful 
way of doing this.

Housewives 
many centres are reported to be trying to 
still the family clamor with bread, maca- 
roni, and what other starch foods can be 
obtained.

Next to wheat there are not many food 
staples which westerners take for granted 
as they do potatoes, Albertans can forgive 
themselves for almost anything in that 
line easier than for a scarcity of “Irish 
lemons’’. 

Where potatoes will not grow in this 
province—or in any province—there is not 
much use trying to raise anything. Barring 
a fall so wet as to prevent digging, who- 
ever plants the tubers in spring can count 
on a fair to good crop in anything but the 
most adverse growing season. 

All which is a timely reminder that 
around the 24th of May is a good time to 
plant potatoes in this part of the west; the 
traditionally right time for the main crop 
as a matter of fact

The neutrals can 
Say that Argentina was also a neutral 
until the eleventh hour and only qualified 
for a seat in the conference as a matter 
of business 

These suggestions, however, only raise 
the question of whether Argentina should 
have been kept out; they do not show that 
the purpose of the new League wouid be 
furthered by taking in Hitler's subject- 
States or the two countries which kept out 
of both world wars nominally and actually. 

That purpose is to prevent future 
aggression, by force if necessary. States 
which were Axis partners only a few 
months ago have no standing as anti- 
aggression powers, and neutrals no stand- 
ing as contributors to anti-Axis resistance. 

The countries which smashed the Axis 
are under no obligation to assurne that 
these former enemy and neutral states 
would act different if another band of 
aggressors have to be rounded up ten or 
twenty years hence. To exclude the doubt- 
fuls from the League at least until it is 
firmly established would not imperil them 
in any way, do violence to their dignity, 
nor weaken the organization. 

The nations which have saved freedom 
will have'to safeguard it. To depend on 
help from any other quarter isn't neces- 
sary and would be dangerous.
